Corporation of Indiana, and was their exclusive designer 

for eleven years, until Pearl Harbor. During these years he created 

the largest line of modern furniture in the United States. 

During World War Il he was called to Washington to head the Furniture 
Unit of OPA. After V-Day he opened his own design office in 

New York, where in addition to developing the Dunbar line he also 
designed the original Precedent Collection for Drexel Furniture. For 
the last several years Mr. Wormley has been designing furniture 
under an exclusive contract with Dunbar and he developed 

the Janus House Collection. In other related fields he has designed 
carpets, fabrics, ceramics, lamps, and is now working as a 
consultant for RCA-VICTOR.
